“There are now only one third 
ll one per cent of the 1917 returns 
(•completed,” Mr. Mellon said in a 
Jtatemcnt.

WASHINGTON. D. C., — A new 
set of treasury figures made public 
W ednesday by Representative Gar­ 
ner. Texas, ranking democrat of the 
house ways and means committee, 
estimated t Ilat the personal income 
tax reduction sechedule of the Gar­ 
ner tax plan would result in a loss 
of $483,000,000 in revenue 
in 
1915 
and the Mellon plan would cause a 
loss of $350,000,000. 
The estim ates 
did 
not take into 
consideration proposed reductions in 
the miscellaneous taxes and were 
based on estim ated revenue for t^e 
calendar year 1925. 
Joseph McCoy, 
governm ent actuary who made the 
estim ates, said also they were pre­ 
dicted upon the passage of either 
plan “so that their effect will be felt 
by business the latter part of 1924.” 
C o m m en tin g . on the figures, Mr. 
Garner said in a statem ent, it would 
be “observed that the estim ates on 
the Mellon plan show a $350,000,000 
loss. w hereas in the letter to Chair­ 
man Green of the ways and means 
committee the treasury secretary es­ 
timated the loss at $289,000,000.” 
He said he called attention “to 
these m atters to show the unrelia­ 
bility of the figures that have been 
em anating from the treasury d epart­ 
ment.”
